Eric Larson, a Norwegian, who was ar-

«ountry cannot enter upon its vitàl activities 
in the war any more than the people of the 
jBountry can approach the rigors of winter tol- 
>raiit of or patient with these conditions. 


The new food and fuel law clothes the fed- 
eral government with severe authority to deal 
Iwith the coal situation. 
Bo soon as the ma- 
®hinery of that enactment can be put in mo- 
lion there doubtless will be measures taken 
ior relieving the coal situation. 
Meanwhile, 
thi» coal producing states are concerning ac- 
tion of their own. In Illinois Governor Low- 
déh already is moving with a good deal of 
energy and determination, threatening the 
mme'operators with state seizure of mines if 
they fail to furnish guarantees of public re 
lief. 
Governor Goodrich is known to have 
taken the determination and made his plans 
for calling the Iridiana legislature into a spe- 
cial session to deal with the coal problem it' 
no other way can be found to gain relief. Oth- 
er states are looking to Indiana and Illinois 
for;leadership in what is indicated as a gen- 
eral and co-ordinated attempt to solve this 
question of fuel. There seems to be no doubt 
of the authority of the states—certainly in the 
cases of at least some of them—to take over 
the mines. If that is the only possible rem- 
edy that can be invoked with effect that is 
the remedy that must be applied. 


The country's industry and transportation 
jeannot at this time be permitted to stand un- 
der even the threat of a fuel shortage. 
No 
pnore fatuous folly can be imagined than that 
the , national government should allow itself 
to'be hampered and crippled in the para- 
jnount duty of national defense by rapacious 
conspiracies of the coal interests. If the op- 
erators of mines are unable or unwilling to 
prodiice coal at what ought to be paid for 
coali then coal production will have to be- 
eome a government enterprise. This will bo 
new in American practice, but it will not be 
new in American theory. 
It long has been 
urged by more radical opinion as a proper and 
necessary function of government and even 
niore moderate opinion has held that coal 
lands at least ought to be nationalized and 
controlled by the government. 


The state council of defense reported to 
Governor Goodrich a few days ago. that it had 
bceii unable to come to any under»tanding 
with the Indiana coal operators. 
Meanwhile 
the high prices rule and the difficulty of get- 
ting coal continues, 
with 
severe 
weather 
scarcely three months away. 
Cold weather 
only touches the problem of the domestic con- 
sumer. It has nothing to do with the fuel prob- 
lemi of transportation and industry, whibh 
are constant and for a long time have been 
acute. There can be no waste of time. If the 
federal government is not able to bring relief 
through the new measures of regulation and 
control, then the states will have to act, each 
within its owu jurisdiction, but all of them 
together in same co-ordinated plan that will 
iimke as general as posiible any relief they 
may be able to effect. 


We trust Governor Goodrich will have the 
Indiana legislature in session to deal with t^is 
tl|ii|g the first day it becomes evident that the 
state must act for itself in dealing with the 
coal problem. He has showà from time to time 
tha|i he eonsidert this the only expedient that 
is Hkcly to pròve effectual and events from 
day^to Oiiyj bnly serve more and more to eon- 
thr ironfwoi'.'f

So Jong as the Sillle Sallies are to have un- 
molested privilege to picket the white house, 
annoy the president and flaunt their banners 
it perhaps is of no great consequence one way 
or the other what devices their banners may 
bear. The war party of the suffragettes has 
been raided frequently by the Washington po- 
lice. Its members have been jailed, fined and 
quite lately a number of them were heavily 
mulcted and sent to the workhouse in default 
of payment. 
They were resOued from their 
noisome plight by the magnanimity 'of the 
president, who exercised the great preroga- 
tive of his office to give them pardon. It then 
was announced—e\<dentiy upon word from 
the white house—that the picketers were to 
be molested no more by the police. 


The Sillie Sallies are doubtless, however, 
going too far with the immunity that Jias 
been vouchsafed them from within the white 
house portals. Abuse of amused good nature 
and sincere generous feeling may be tolerable 
so long as it be confined to exhibitions of stUy 
fancy, grotesque unction for cheap martyr- 
doms and even vixenish temper, but the pick- 
eters may fairly be thought to have transcend- 
ed bounds of reason and decency and to have 
abandoned claim to respect when they paraded 
before the white house gate a huge banner on 
which tbe president of the United Slates was 
designated as ^'Kaiser Wilson.'* That was 
meant as a term of opprobrium. If it was— 
and no doubt it was—it became under the cir- 
cumstances of the times a grave and vicious 
insult of the highest office in the republic. 


There is a rather ludicrous inconsistency, 
however, in the Sillie Sallie state of mind that 
seeks to insult and defame the president by 
ascribing to him such qualities and conduct 
as were purported by the inscribed banner 
because lie refuses to attempt a thing that 
would at once justify all the derogations im- 
plied by the charge. 
Inconsistencies do not 
appear to bother the picketing females at all. 
Their antics in Washington are altogether a 
great inconsistency and one that has much 
damaged the*cause. 


In the irritation of having failed utterly to 
make any headway with their absurd cam- 
paign the militants have now resorted to ex- 
tremes that invite serious attention. 
The 
country is at war with a great and autocratic 
power. 
The government is much beset by 
treasons and stratagems employed by enemy 
agents and agencies from abroad and resident 
among us and has to deal with these and with 
treacheries and disloyalties that work most 
insidiously among the people. It will not be 
well for the suffragettes to join their efforts 
to the work of hostile mercenaries and dis- 
loyal sympathizers. The president of the Uni- 
ted States may continue to be magnanimous 
and the Washington police to obey orders. 
Perhaps much weaker hostage will have to be 
taken for the resentment of Washington cit- 
izens who might become a Washington mob 
prone to forget in the madpess of the hour 
that these offenders are women.

Before taking up production prob- 
lems such as Time Study, Stockkeep- 
ing. Inspection, etc., it might be well 
to consider, briefly, the inception of 
modern industrial eiticiency—how it 
originated, and what 
it 
has accom- 
i plished. 


Hubert Kaufman says: 
"Efficiency 
is Just coiTimon fense under a fancy 
alias." This is about as good an every 
i day definition as can be given it and 
j holds true in ra,i,-xory management as 
I well as elsewhere. 
A close analysis of 
: the simple means by which many large 
savings have been made causes one to 
wonder why a carefully considered sys- 
tem of production has not always been 
the rule instead of the haphazard rule 
of thumb and wasteful ways which 
generally prevail. 
In another article 
I will give some examples of these sav- 
ings, and show how ordinary, inex- 
pensive and common sense like were 
the means which produced them. 


While "common sense'* will answer 
for a condensed, every day expression 
to define this modern efficiency move- 
ment, it does not adequately cover the 
ground and s insufficient for students 
wt^o are preparing to make practical 
use of It. 
It cannot be defined in a 
single paragraph. 
One phase of it is a 
closer attention to details than has 
heretofore been given them—sj'stem- 
atic planning is another—intensive ed- 
ucation of employe« is a phase of para- 
mount importance and a scientific sys- 
tem of payment that is equitable and 
not 
subject 
to frequent 
changes is 
among the things that must have spe- 
cial attention. 
Besides these, are ade- 
quate equipment. 


Straight line progress, of 
work— 
welfare work, In and out of the fac- 
tory, and a score or more other phases 
which have a place in any complete 
deilnition of this new science. 


The Saturday Evening Post calls it 
a critical attitude and says: 
"Scien- 
tific management is its insistance upon 
a constantly critical attitude toward 
your own work, whatever that work 
may be. 
Posit yourself before your 
work and repeat with heartfelt con- 
viction: 
"Probably I'm not doing this 
in the right way at all; probably my 
way is full of error. 
Let me look it 
over from end to end and see how 
many faults I can discover." 
The 
American Society of Mechanical En- 
gineers in a report on the art of in- 
dustrial management says: 
"It is a 
system of management that forces the 
executives to manage." 
This report 
every club and student of efficiency 
should have. 
It gives the views, pro 
and con, of men prominent in the in- 
dustrial world and sums up their con- 
clusions as follows: 
"Where properly 
administered it is conserving labor and 
is thus contributing to the good of so- 
ciety at large, and although the benefits 
to the consumer may not yet be gen- 
erally felt. It has already developed to 
a certain extent and will continue to 
develop as the natural result of In- 
creased production." 
In cases where 
the use of labor-saving management 
has been considered a success the 
broad results have been—a reduced 
cost of product, greater promptness in 
delivery with the ability to set and 
meet dates of shipment, ap greater out- 
put par worker per day with Increased 
wages: and an Improvement In the 
contentment of the workers. 
Many 
more citations could bt mado to show 
the hif h place thia KiUnca of manafe- 
ment haa gained 
In 
the 
Indugtrlal 
world but space win not permit. 
Stu- 
dents, however, ehould delve deep into 
thif phaee of the anbjeot to esUbllah a 
Arm louatfatlon on which to build the 
praotleal thiofi that lead to aceom- 
pllf hmeot. 


About thirty year;» ago K. M. T^lor. 
a young man wltl^ • Sat iedvnutlon 


tltude of officials and workmen from 
one of antagonism to one of co-opera- 
tion and mutual helpfulness. 
In the 
beginning he realized that the great- 
est obstacle to harmonious co-opera- 
tion lay in the ignorance of the man- 
agement as to what really constituted 
a proper day's work. 
To demonstrate 
' his ideas on this subject he obtained 
permission from the 
Midvale Steel 
i company to 
spend some 
time and 
f money in a careful scientific study of 
the men and the processes of work in 
their shops. 
Space will not permit a 
full account of Mr. Taylor's efforts to 
solve this Intricate problem, and his 
final success, but every inveatigator 
should be famllar with it. They should 
read his books, "Principles of Scien- 
tific Management" and "The Art of 
Cutting Metals," which Prof. Carpen- 
ter of Victoria university, 
England, 
says, "Will rank among the most re- 
markable practical 
researches ever 
published." 
Over 30,000 experimen.%; 
were made and recorded and nearl.* 
$200,000 spent 
to correctly 
answer 
these two questions. 
At what speed 
shall I run my machine? and what 
feed shall I use? 
They look simple 
enough but it took Mr. Taylor twenty- 
six years of almost uninterrupted ap- 
plication 
to answer 
them. 
It de- 
veloped the fact that every such case 
involves the solution of an intricate 
mathematical problem, in which the 
effect of twelve independent variables 
upon the cutting speed must be de- 
termined. 


The immediate and far-reaching re- 
' suits of these experiments in metal 
cutting was 
the discovery 
of high 
speed steel which revolutionized îna- 
chlne designing and turned the econo- 
mic ideas that then prevailed, upside 
down. 
It also led to the contriving of 
a slide i'ule by means of which one of 
these intricate problems can be solved 
in less than half a minute by any good 
mechanic 
whether 
he 
understands 
mathematics or not. 
His experiments 
With "Schmidt," the pig iron carrier, 
and 
the 
development 
of 
scientific 
shoveling at the Bethlehem Steel com- 
pany are stunts well known to every 
industrial student. 
In the first case 
"Schmidt," a stoggy German laborer, 
. was 
taught how 
to conserve 
his 
! strength BO he could carry 47 tons of 
' pig iron onto a car in a day, instead 
of 12^ tons, and feel less fatigued at 
night, receiving therefor a 60 per cent 
increase in pay. 
And in the second 
case the standardizing of ten different 
kinds of shovels, which resulted in a 
reduction of the laboring force from 
BOO to 140 men and a yearly saving of 
$80,000. Mr. Taylor and his assistants 
continued these experiments for years. 
In a quiet unobtrusive way, more In- 
terested in the scientific problems in- 
volved than in any financial gains for 
themselves, until March, 1911, when 
there appeared in the American Maga- 
zine 
an article 
by Ray 
Stannard 
Baker which lifted the lid and gave 
publicity to the remarkable results he 
was obtaining. 


For a number of years thereafter 
the adoption of Mr. Taylor's system 
made slow progress. 
Managers were 
skept.cal anU looked with ill favor on 
• u method so revolutionary, further- 
more the few who ha«l "caught on" 
had a natJial desire to keep a thing 
fio valuable from their competitors and 
eucceeded, for a time, in holding ft 
In the secretive stage Identical with 
the one that haa developed 
"trade 
secret«" and lecretiveneM in regard to 
toola, procemee and etc. 
That this 
stage la now passed, never to return, 
there Is no doubt. 
One of the most 
reniarkaltle things whloh haa come 


ness v/ith which all good things are 
now passed from one factory to an- 
other, /or the common good. 
I shall 
take cccasion in a future article to 
say more about this because it be- 
tokens the awakening of a spirit of 
real co-operation without which no 
j system (no matter how theoretically 
J perfect it may be), can ever be mould- 
i ed into a working success. 
Co-opera- 
; tion, spelled with a big C is reallj- the 
mainspring that moves whole works. 
In the next article I will explain more 
fully the principles governing the Tay- 
lor 
system—how 
Mr. 
Taylor 
an- 
nounced 
them, 
and 
how 
others, 
changing his phraseology have practi- 
cally said the same thing. 
Student« 
of efticiency should become thorough- 
ly familiar with these laws, they are 
recorrnized by »xper';;-:.

eURNTOIl SyPPER 


Phillip Ormiston Finds Son 
Byron Dsring in Hospital 
as Result of Injury. 


Mr. and Mrs. Phillip Ormiston, of 
1122 Wells street, waited In vain for 
the return of their son, Byron, aged 11 
years, Friday evening. 
They ate sup- 
per but their boy did not put in appear- 
ance. 
After searching until 9 o'clock 
the father came to police headquarters 
to seek assistance. 


The police told him that there was 
a boy lying at St. Joseph's hospital in a 
critical condition as the resuit of being 
struck by an automobile at Wells and 
Superior streets, driven by R. L- Cur- 
tis, of Detroit, Mich., a brother-in-law 
to Dan KIntz, a former policeman. 


The father hurried to the hospital 
where he found that it was his own 
boy. 
The lad was In an unconscious 
condition and died aL40:40 o'clock. 


According to Curtis, who reported 
the accident to police headquarters, 
the boy was riding on the rear of a 
yellow wagon and that without warn- 
ing had Jumped ofC directly In front 
of the machine. 
The auto struck him 
and then ran over him, he said. 
Curtis 
said that he picked up the injured boy 
and asked «a young fellow who was 
Frank Hartzell, jr., where the nearest 
hospital was. 
Curtis took the boy to 
St. Joseph hospital and then returned 
to police headquarters to report. 


Hartzell. who Is the son of Policeman 
Hartzell, told the police that he saw 
the boy riding on the rear of a yellow 
wagon, but did not reach the scene 
until after the accident. 


Police are seeking the driver of the 
wagon but it is thought that he did not 
know that he was carrying a passen- 
ger. 


The little lad was eleven years old 
May 8 and was a student at the Bloom- 
Ingdale school. The father Is employed 
as a chauffeur for the Seavey Hard- 
ware company. 


Coroner J. E, McArdle pronounced 
death due to a fractured skull and a 
punctured lung. 


As soon as the boy reached the hos- 
pital he suffered convulsions and was 
unable to tell his name.

GENERAL WALKOUT 


MAY BE HINTED 


Array of Figures Will Show 
That Other Towns Fay 
Better. 


City flremen and police are asking 
more pay. 
They will send a commit- 
tee to present their petition before the 
council on next Tuesday evening. The 
men who fight the fires and the of- 
ficerà who tramp the streets on police 
duty, during all hours of the day and 
night, claim that they are not receiv- 
ing a living wage under present war 
conditions. 


The fact that the lines of the public 
employes are dwindling because of the 
small wages and long hours of the 
service will be presented. 


Ammunition In the form of heaps of 
letters from other cities will be used 
111 reducing the objections, which of- 
licials may present to the plan for rais- 
ing salai les. 


More than fifty inquiries as to wages 
paid police and flremen in other cities 
of Fort Wayne'8 class and 
smaller 
have been sent out 
from 
the 
Fort 
Wayne departments during the past 
few weeks. 
Nearly all the 
replies 
bring stories of more money being ex- 
pended for public safety than in this 
cHy. 


A slight Increase was allowed by the 
council several weeks ago. 
Argument 
agriinst raising the wage of the firemen 
end police is that the city finances are 
almost depleted and the, shadow of 
the loss of $52,000 In liquor license 
revenues is just ahead. 
The 
financial 
state of the city will not permit the 
added figures it is stated. 


Would Try and Make Out. 


"I will try and make out some way 
If the raise is allowed by the council," } 
said Controller William Daade, when j 
approached on the subject of a raise ; 
for the city workmen. 
"I know that 
the men are underpaid. 
I know our 
city is under-policed and not given its ; 
fullest protection. 
I would be willing ' 
to take the money from some other de- i 
partment to meet the increase." 
| 


Fort Wayne is short several police- j 
men and the ranks of the officers are ' 
constantly dwindling, it is pointed out, ! 
because the meh are leaving for bet- | 
ter Jobs. 
Both policemen and 
firemen 
are learning that they can get at least 
as good pay as they are now receiving 
in lines of work which do not demand 
their 
entire 
attention. 
Policemen 
point out that they are asked to work 
twelve hours a day seven days a week 
and then report for duty on all special 
occasions and whenever they have a 
prisoner in oolice court. 
Firemen are 
on duty twenty-four hours a day and 
are subjected to dangers which few 
mon, especially married men, care to 
risk. 


Local nolico will attempt to show the 
council that they are not paid in ac- 
cordance with the scale of wages grant- 
ed by other cities of Fort Wayne's class 
in the United States. 
A large bundle 
of letters, from cities all over the land, 
will be read before the council body, 
showing the advantage of being a po- 
liceman 
in 
cities 
outside 
of 
Fort 
Wayne. 


The scale rf wage for local police is 
as follows: 
Chief, $150 per month; 
captain, $110 per month; lieutenant, 
tlOO; sergeants, $95; patrolmen who 
have served three years, $85; patrol- 
men who have served two years, $80, 
tnd officers who have been on the 
force but one year are paid 
$75 
a 
month. 


TVilmlngton, Delaware, pays its chief 
t í police $2,800 a year and its police 
captain $1,800 a year 
Patrolmen who 
have wrked for five years on the Wil- 
Inington force get $1,200 a year. 


Bayonne, N. J., pays its police chief 
$700 more than Fort Wayne allows the

to $1,300 a year and the chief, $2,000 
a year. 


Report from the west shows that 
Butte, Mont, offers a police chief $250 
per month and detective sergeants $135 
a month. 
Patrolmen in Butte are paid

Camden, N. J., with a population of 
100,000 has 190 policemen, whereaa 
Fort Wayne boasts of but seventy- 
three officers.

Where ha5 the "grand old bunk" been in general 
use as in the realm of professional sport. 


I have no doubt that %he "grand old bunk" 
JiFevails in. business to a greater extent than It 
¿oes In sport 
Maybe the "grand old bunk" «s 
part of business. It is not proper part of sport. 
Therefore, 
many 
sportsmen 
have 
revolted 
•gainst the "grand old bunk" being fetched 
into sport. They are glad to see the great war 
come along, and, for the time being at lea«t, 
toss the "grand old bunk" into the discard. 


The three leading articles in the decalogue of 
the "grand old bunk" have been especially 
hateful. They are: 


1. That professional boxing, with gloves, for 
»n adnMssion fee, with moving pictures taken, 
is essfT-tial 
to the preservation of the virility 
'.'f the .^nglo-Saxon race. 


2. 
The "stall of the promoters of Rugby foot- 
ball that playing Rugby is essential to winning 
battles, the alleged dictum of the duke of Wel- 
lington that Waterloo was won on the football 
lelds of Eton being always quoted. 


3.

Football 
Is a grand, good game for those who like to 
play it. 
It's fun.

gered when footbaU was threatened 
with

Btructlor 


I dare say it is natural with a man to feel 
that tho end of the world or chaos has come 
when ha loses his fiood, soft lob. 
Maybe the 
football coaches were sinccre when they fan- 
cied that the discontinuance of rugby, and of 
Iheir jobc, would ruin the nation. 


Yet, instead of bellowing about the value of 
football to national virility, why did not these 
rellows ccme out and say:

Tlie grandest and oldest of all the "grand oW 
iunk" hau been the "»tall" about the value of 
)rore«8tcnal boxing, with admission fees charge- 
ible at the door, ^hd mbvlng-picture rights on 
:h« sid» 
In upbuilding and maintaining the 
'irile virtues of the nation. 


A lot of good, dear-seeing men, George Bor- 
row Included, have been caught by this grand- 
»»t of all the "grand old ounks." Borrow once 
wrotf a fine appr^iatfon of the manltneM of 
the bruJeerg of Britain. 
Borrow believed what 
he WTCte. 
He lived before the daye of Jack 
Curley, "Tex" fUclfard an<I Tom Jones. There 
were no great "gatee" to boxing matches in 
Borrow-ie day, no motion picture«. 
Were Bor-- 
row alive today he might think differently. He 
might aee that . «« «oJdiers or .ai aeaiatantp to 
ardor, or efflclency, the boxers were of 
Qjo valye whatever. 
^The pugilist arems to be the chief "slacker" 


of the times. 
They are strafing the pugilist as 
a backsllcier. 
Gov. Whitman of New York set 
the fashion when he refused to let Les Darcy, 
the 
Auf.tralian, 
box 
in 
New 
York, 
because, 
Whiti-ian alleged. Darcy should be fighting fo.- 
Australia 
and the British Empire 
Gov. Whit- 
man's decision is open to at least a legal a r g J - 
ment. 
Darcy is of Norman-Irish descent. Many 
men of Irish blood object to 
fighting 
for E n g - 
land. 
Yf.t the general feeling is that a 
m a n 
should fight for the country wherein he m a k e s 
his living. 


Australia has been good to Darcy. 
It gav3 
him birth, great strength, good education, famo 
and 
somt 
money. 
Americans have little 
pa- 
tience with the than who takes ah a country 
has to give, then refuses to give anything 'r\ 
return. 
One can be a parasite, especially 
!n 
war time. 
So, in the main, morally. Gov. Whit- 
man is right. 
So long as a man lives under a 
flag, derives his livelihood from the nation, he 
owes it service. 
W h a t e v e r flag may float over 
Australis. It is a free country. 
Darcy did not 
need to live there if he did not wish to. 
Free 
or not free though the country be, the h u m a n 
feeling is t h a t so long as one accepts life from 
It he ewes it the last full measure of devotion. 


There is little sympathy and no respect for 
the man who lives in the United States yet re- 
fuses to fight for the country. 
So It is with the 
m a n who lives in England, Germany, Australia 
Franc?, 
Turkey or any 
other 
country 
u n d i r 
the sun. 
If you choose to ret'de In a country 
you owe it service. 


It mucr be admitted that the co-called 
fight- 
ing men, the pugilists, the bruisers of the world 
have not acted well by their countries. 
Darcy 
acted btdly by Australia, a free country, 
flying 
the British 
flag. 
When he found t h a t he could 
not be allowed to box In the United States, he 
let hin-.felf be persuaded 
Into more 
shameful 
action than he had been guilty of in Australia. 
He lei it be known t h a t he would enlist in the 
United States forces, provided he w a s given a 
furlough to take pert in five boxing matches. 


Tho answer the United States would give to 
that ma^ be imagined. W h o is Darcy? A boxer, 
an alien, a man who left his own country in 
time 
of 
stress to 
make 
conditions 
with 
the 
United States. 
The United 
States makes 
no 
treaties, no conditions, with any man. 
Admiral 
Dewey could not have made conditions with th? 
United States. 
Admiral Dewey would not have 
endeavored 
to do any such absurd, 
impudent 
and igt orant a thing. 


Of course, Darcy did not make the conditions 
on Ms ov.-n hook. ^Pugilistic promoters did that. 
The pugilistic promoters are treading on dan- 
gerous ground. 
It seems that some of 
them 
would drag 
the Goddess of Liberty 
into 
the 
ring and 
bill her 
as 
the 
champion 
muscl'i 
diincei* oi the world If they could thereby draw 
a good gate. 
They'd make her cIo a hoola-hoola 
dance, 
too, if they 
thought 
it would 
attract 
•noney. 
There is little sense of docency among 
the pu'ril:3tic promoters of the United 
States. 
They arc sadly in need of n les-rm. 
They'll get 
it, too, if they do not watch thrir step. 


The ideo of an alien bruiser like Darcy. % 
man who left his own country 
when she was in 
stresa, ei>tering the United States and assuming 
to m.ak'.- terms with 
the constituted 
military 
authorities of this country, is atrocious. 
On!y 
a promcter of prize fights would dare such ff. 
thing. 


Darcy Made Aviator. 


Of course, the United States would not notice 
such an Impudent oflter. But In a moment of 
mental aberration the military authorities vf 
the State of Tennessee did enlist Darcy in the 
aero service, agreeing to the proviso that he 
should be given a furlough to take part in 
boxing contests. 


What would be done to Gen. Wood, former 
President Roosevelt, Mr. Bryan or any other 
distinguished man who offered to enlist in the 
United States service provided he was given % 
furlough to deliver five lectures or five speeches 
to run for ofllce or to make money? 


It seemb that the best thing the United State« 
could do with James Leslie Darcy would be to 
turn hirn over to the Australian authorities 
Would the Dingoes have htm? I doubt It. All 
of which shows that a man must stick with his 
r^ng in time of trouble. 
Poor Darcy is prob- 
ably no. to blame. 
Pin-headed promoters, who 
would cheerfully have 
Darcy shot 
In their 
arenas could they draw a gate, w|th Impunity 
persuaded the poor boy—he Is but 30 years old 
—to take the course 
of 
action 
which 
has 
brought him Into disrepute the world over. 


It is the old story. The promoter Is to blame, 
nine ttees out of ten, for the aln« that are 
committed in pugilism. 


Gov. Whitman is "Eoro" r-.t 
nri-c ring. 
Those who are familiar with llio piactices ^f 
promoters 
and 
managers 
to get 
money, 
will 
sympathize with the executive. 
We all 
start 
out by liking the prize ring. 
Wo all wind up b.v 
v/anting tc destroy it. There are qualities about 
it whicn one likes—and yet and yet 
. 


Pierc.« Mathews, a remote fighter of St. Louis, 
cannot say anything too bad about the sport 
which gave him 
bread and 
butter 
for 
many 
years. 
We can scarcely blame Mathews, 
yet 
we hat«» to see a man abuse the source of his 
bread and butter. 
Withal, there are few for- 
mer boxers who like the ring. 
Rarely, indeed, 
do you see the son of a boxer in the squared 
circle. 
I have known 
but few 
boxers 
who 
wished their sons to adopt the vocation of their 
fathers. 
In cases where former pugilists 
in- 
duct their sons into the ring, the boys them- 
selves detest it. 
Old Tom Kelly of St. I^ouis, 
a 
middleweight 
champion, about 1860 wanted 
his son 
Eddie, to become a prizefighter. 
Eddie 
Kelly w a s game. 
H e took a terrific beating 
from Dan Daly in the gamest sort of fashion. 
But K«'die Kelly always despised and detested 
the ring. 
He would not speak of It to a son 
of his. 


Bob Fltsslrpmons entertained some pugilistic 
ambiticna for his son, Robert, Jr. 
The youth 
never displayed any aptitude for the squared 
olrcle. Hif father tried hard to Imbue him with 
the fighting spirit, in vain. 
Old Fltzslmmons 
taught the young one everything he 
could 
teacli him. 
The boy refused to 
be taught. 
Probably Fits only wanted to make a piece of 
money with his son. 
In any event, the boy 
never did really enter the arena. 


They call professional boxers "fighting men." 


LUS -vL/AßCY- 


That was the old English term for the frater- 
nity. 
Yet. outside of the ring, the "fighting 
men" die little 
fighting. 
The annals of war- 
bear few of the names of pugilists. 
We havs 
been told of the virile valor that Is bred by 
permitting boxing with an admission fee at- 
tached. Prunes! Boxing for prizes, with a nice 
admission fee charged may breed valor. 
We 
have no evidences that It does. 
Let them ho.T 
all they want to. Deny them the privileges of 
charging admission fees and see how many of 
them care about promoting boxing for virile 
valor's sake. 


I becomif weary when msn who wish to bet in 
racehorses seek publicity for the scheme of 
breeding thoroughbred horses for the use of 
cavalrr in war. Let them breed cavalry horses 
all they want to. 
It is not necessary to race 
horses to breed them. 
Or let them race them 
and breed them all they want to, but deny them 
the privilege, of betting on them. Then see how 
far their interest In horse breeding for cavalry

purposes will go. 


Now the United States are at war. Where m 
Jess Willard, champion boxer of the world 
Showing with a circus. 
True, his manager 
wired li: his name to the president, offering 
Willard'3 services. 
Who is Willard to wire an 
offer of his services to the president of the 
United States? 
If Willard wants to serve the 
United States, let him step Into the nearest re- 
cruiting office and "take on." Will Willard do 
that? 


As for the thoroughbred horse, will you fInJ 
him carrying men or hauling guns In this war? 
You win not. 
The gasoline tractor and the 
good, old Missouri mule, direct descendant of 


a lonff-eared Malaga Jackass, are so much bst- 
tor war horses than the thoroughbred that yott 
will find the gasoline tractor and the mul« 
where you won't see a hair of a horse in * 
week's marching. 


Therefore, we find the "grand old buakT* 
pretty well shot out of sport. 
If we wera • 
pugilist or a promoter of pugilism, we'd quit 
talking about the virility of the race, take u» a 
rifle and go to It. If the pugilist sticks to th« 
circus anr: the stage,In this war. the people wUI 
not have much use for htm now. then or hssr»- 
after. W«^ hope we have heard the last of th* ^ 
value of the gambling tool, the th<»oughbr«i 
taonm. as a cavalry remount.

the place. 


A few years ago any movement for 
the betterment of the community was 
headed by the ministers, and their fol- 
lowers were the school teachers and a 
few class leaders. 
But In the com- 
mercial 
club 
rooms 
on 
Wednesdiiy 
evening were over a hundred business 
men, professional men, ministers and 
churchmen, all united to give a higher 
tone to the community 
life. 
With 
them met the representatives of the 
city 
federation 
of 
women's 
clubs. 
They were working on a plan to build 
a community house, a gathering place 
for the young folks. It was to contain 
a gymnasium, a swimming pool, read- 
ing and rest rooms, boys' rooms, girls' 
rooms, an assembly hall—a center for 
the town. 
It was to be in charge of a 
matron and furnish a resting place for 
the farmers' wives. 


This seemed 
something 
practical, 
and it is encouraging to know that the 
idea Is growing in the smaller cities 
of the country. 
The people 
taking 
part in these movements are general- 
ly not the old settlers—they have made 
their money and hang to it. 
They 
fight 
the issuing of school bonds for 
new educational facilities and opposie 
parks—they tremble at the thought of 
more taxes, though they do not spend 
their Incomes. 
The men and women 
who are foremost in doing things are 
the yotiAger generation who are rich 
mostly in visions of helpfulness. 
It 
is this portion of the population that 
paves the streets, urges better muni- 
cipal government and does not lose 
sight of the things of the spirit. 


For years the ohautauqua had been 
excluded f r o m the town because it did 
not pay—and there had been an as- 
sessment to meet the deficit. 
But this 
year the younger generation took hold, 
secured the best attractions possible, 
paid out and sold tickets enough to pay 
for another during the coming sum- 
mer. 
And it had secured from the 
oity ofRcials 
a promise 
that there 
should be no carnival admitted to the 
precints to furnish a counter attrac- 
tion. 


On a vacant lot in the business part 
of town were twenty men at work on 
a rambling wooden building.

The commerolal elub listened 
monthly to enthusiaatlc euloglee on the

to 
attract f a r m e r 
customers. 
It was m a d e u p of boost« 


union service with a capable 
leader 
and a sawdust trail, and see if we can- 
not bring to the young folks a rea]iza<> 
tion of what good things there are to

secured." 
The 
tabernacle 
was 
crowded for weeks, and when the re- 
vival was over the churches had re- 
ceived a new impetus and the town a 
revivifying of its Ideals. 
Not this town 
alone did this, for such Is the pro- 
cedure In scores of little cities that are 
trying to obtain an awakening.

A Highland widow, unable to pay 
the rent, was threatened With eviction. 
She set out one day with her only 
Child to walk ten miles over the moun- 
tain to the home of friendi who were 
able to help her.

Never did I forget my mother'« 
love, but I never saw the

Christ in giving himself for me until 
now. 
It was God made you tell that 
story. 
My mother did not die In vain. 
Her prayer 1« answered." 


The day came when, in his sore ne- 
cessity. that seed germinated; the di- 
vinity of her sacrifice came home to 
him and led him to understand, as he 
had never done before, the love of 
God which is in Jesus Christ our Lord.

famillrfs 
down by the shoe factory had many 
children who could not attend school 
because 
of 
lack 
of 
clothing—they 
helped supply the need. 
Last spring 
they conducted a "baby week" with 
expert speakers to Instruct on mother- 
hood. 


Then there was the city federation 
of 
women's 
clubs—something 
new. 
For years each club had been exclu- 
sive, rather a social feature than one 
of helpfulness. 
The 
programs 
had 
been devoted to study of 
Browning, 
Tolstoi and the Lake school of poets. 
Now the year 
books 
showed 
pro- 
grams devoted 
to 
civil government, 
saniUtion, child welfare, health pro- 
motion, thing» that entered into 
the 
very life of the community. 
Just now 
the women were promoting a munici- 
pal Christmas tree, and before that 
they had secured a city park and su- 
pervised playground. 
It meant a new 
era in the town's life. 


Not everybody approved of this ten- 
dency of the women to take active 
part in the community welfare. 
There 
was a bitter fight against the park and 
the playground—it 
meant increased 
teace«. 
But there were votes back of 
the 
movement; 
the 
women 
entered 
municipal 
policies and 
elected 
men 
who would carry out their 
desires 
They were working for the next gen- 
eration as well as for the one Just 
coming to manhood and womanhood. 


The problem of the average town Is 
not merely Its material side, nor Is It 
the children alone—It lies with 
the 
homes 
Upon the teachers and 
the 
preacher« Is laid the task of regulat- 
ing the rlslhg generation. 
The city 
marshal Is supposed to enforce a cur 
few ordlnanoe to bring the children 
home at 9:30 p. m. 
I t was found Im- 
possible In this community to do that, 
so the hour was made 10 p. m., yet 
with indlfierent results. 
The picture 
shows are not dismissed until the later 
hour—and even at the last show scores 
of school boy« and school girls who 
ought to be In bed are drinking In the 
thrills 
furnished 
by 
their 
favorite 
screen artists, whose names they know 
better than they do those of the presi- 
dents. 
The fathers and mothers must 
be taught 
firsthand 
that Is the real 
problem of the town. 


With what 
splendid 
material 
the 
city had to work. 
On Saturday wa« a 
parade of the 
pupils 
of the public 
schools—two 
thousand 
of 
them. 
F r o m the sunny haired kindergarten- 
ers to the graceful, energetic 
young 
women and the athletic young men of 
the high school, marshaled by clear 
eyed .earnest teachers who were giv- 
ing all their power and strength to 
helpfulne««, they marched; and 
men 
and women who watched had moist 
eyes as they gazed on the 
picture. 
This was a mobilization of the town's 
real wealth; fo^ It existed the homes, 
the schools, the churches, the 
busi- 
ness houses. 


0%'er against the cheap attractions, 
the freedom and the carelessness must 
be set the efforts of those who see— 
and this portion of the population in- 
creases In force and numbers with the 
development of the age. 
Not alone in 
the churches, the Sunday schools, the 
brotherhpods, 
the 
leagues 
or 
the 
lodges can success be obtained; It must 
come through a co-operative effort of 
the 
whole 
community 
for 
a 
more 
earnest guardianship of the 
coming 
generation. 


At the depot wa« the commercial 
traveler again. 
"Didn't I tell you It 
wa« a good town ?" he inquired eager- 
ly. 
"Ye«, It 1« a good town." was the 
answer, "but It will be a better one

YOUR HEALTH 
AND HOW YOU 
CAN KEEP rr 


Arrangement of tho leebox 1» a n Aid 
to Health. 


An i m p o r U n t factor in keeping the 
family well lies not only In the prepar- 
ation but also In the 
eare of food. 


I t 1« not enough 
t h a t 
food 
be 
both 
palatable and nutrì 
tlous when 
served 
It must al«o be prop- 
erly cared for or it 
m a y become a 
me- 
nace 
in«tead 
of 
benefit, as it «hould, to the health of 
the family. 


Various things efteet the 
whole- 
someneM of food«; for example: the 
air, the 
dlsheii in which 
they 
are 
placed, the ice box and other storage 
places. 


Among the foods t h a t «poil easily 
are 
milk, 
cream» 
uncooked 
fresh 
meats, certain fruits, such as berries, 
peaches, plums and some of the table 
vegetables. 


Fresh meats should not be left in 
the paper that is about them when de- 
livered from the butcher shop, as the 
wrapping paper will absorb the Juices. 


Remove the paper and wipe 
the 
meat with a clean cloth t h a t has been 
wrung out in cold water, and 
then 
place It in a di«h. 


Uncooked fish should not be put in 
the ice zox without -being closely cov- 
ered. 


As odors arise all strongly 
flavored 
food should 
be placed 
on 
the 
top 
shelves of your ice box. 
, 


^ood should be kept cool and dry< 
A cool, dry basement is better than a n 
ice box. 
Ripe fruits spoil rapidly and 
should only be bought in small quan 
Uties. 


VegeUbies 
that 
are 
eaten 
raw 
should always be washed thoroughly 
before 
eating, 
Lettucé 
should 
be 
carefully picked over and washed. 
If 
wrapped in cheesecloth and placed In 
the ice box, It will keep longer than If 
put in water. 


Butter, of course, should be kept 
cool and well wrapped or covered, as 
it resdily absorbs odors f r o m 
other 
foods. 
SSgg« should be kept dry and 
cool. 
Cooked meat« can be kept bet- 
ter if well covered before being put in 
the refrigerator.

Learn to eat the right foods. 
Regularity in eating 
is essential. 
Don't eat all the time. 
All machinery 
needs periods of rest. 


E a t a variety of food; no one food 
can supply all bodily needs, but too 
much variety may be harmful. 


E a t plain food. 
E a t slowly 
and masticate 
thor- 
oughly. 


The mouth, stomach and intestines 
are the three Important factors in di- 
gestion. 
If the mouth does not prop- 
erly prepare the food 
by thorough 
mastication, the Stomach and 
Intes- 
tines become overworked and dyspep- 
sia results. 


Drink water between meals. 
The body needs food 
to generate 
heat and power; to build and repair 
bone, muscle and all other tissue; to 
keep In normal condition the blood 
and all bodily functions. 


Eat only when hungry. 
Most peo- 
ple eat from habit's sake With the re- 
sult they soon fall into the habit of 
overeating. 


Do not eat Just before going to bed. 
The stomach should have a rest at 
night Just like the other organs. Even 
the heart gets needed rest

beats.

Jewel Weed and 
Strong 
Soap 
Cnro8 for Poison Ivy. 


The irritant poison of the 
poison 
ivy which produces unpleasant effects 
seems to be an oil. 


The best remedy is 
to wash 
the 
part« of the body which have come 
in contact with poison ivy with ordi- 
nary strong yellow kitchen soap and 
water and then apply the Juice of the 
crushed plant called the Jewel weed. 


This Is a bright green. Juicy plant 
growing to a height of two to four 
feet In wet places and has an orange- 
oolored hanging 
flower 
with 
brown 
spot« on It. 


Another remedy frequently found of 
value 1« the application of sugar of 
lead. 
Thl* Is poisonous, however, and 
should be used with care. 


The only way to get 
rid of 
the 
poison ivy plant Is to keep grubbing 
It up by the roots. 


Sometimes the Irritant oil gets on 
the clothing, so t h a t If this is used 
again possibly weeks afterwards, the 
symptom« will reappear, though 
the 
patient may be far f r o m where the 
poison grew. 


The flrst «ymptom 
1« a localised 
Itching. 
Soon the Itching area turns 
red. 
In a few hours fine water blis- 
ter«, each smaller than a pin 
head 
appear. 
After a few days the itching 
lessens and 
then the 
redness and 
«welling gradually subsides. 


If the Itching part is scratched the 
Angers are liable to spread the infec- 
tion to other parts of the body.

Old Prophéts Were 
Fisrhters and Their 
Like Needed Today 


( B y R E V . C H A R I I E S STEIìZIìE.) 
Many of us imagine the Old Testa- 
ment prophets 
were 
long-whiskered 
hermits 
who showed 
themselves tO 
the people only when they came from 
their hiding places to present vague 
and dismal prophecies of what 
was 
going to happen to somebody In the 
' 'n and distant future. 
" 
Actually, they were the reformers— 
the statesmen and publicists of their 
timos. 
They were usually optimistic 
in outlook and vigorous in method 
and feared neither m a n nor the devil, 
nor yet the Crooked kings they 
so 
frequently and fearlessly denounced. 


The prophets of Israel were 
fighters 
—they stood for war. 
They led and 
encouraged the people to resist their 
enemies. 


There was Deborah, for example 
a prophetss and at the same time a 
Judge or ruler of Israel. 
It was she 
who ordered her general in the name 
of "the Gód of Israel" to take 10.000 
soldiers and 
fight 
Sisera 
with 
his 
Chariots and his multitudes, and the 
record tells us "all the host of Sisera 
fell by the edge of the sword. 
There 
was not a man left. 


Samuel, one of the earliest prophets 
and perhaps the most influential of his 
time, gave orders 
to the Israelitish 
soldiers to fight the Philistines, and 
while they were fighting, he ceaselessly 
prayed for victory. 
After the victory 
Samuel set up a stone and called it 
Ebenezer—"he Stone of Help." 


Elisha was another fighting prophet. 
His activity was the turning point in 
the flght against the Moabites. 
It was 
on his deathbed that he gave encour- 
agement to Joash. king of Israel, who 
came to see him regarding the a r m y 
of the Syrians, which was fighting him. 
Samuel promised the discouraged king 
God would give him victory. 


Amos, 
the 
workingman 
prophet, 
gave the people a wider outlook upon 
war. 
He pointed out that God some- 
times used wars as a means to punish 
those who oppressed the poor—those 
who "sold the needy for a pair of 
shoes.". 


And the later prophets made war 
a symbol of how God would 
finally 
win against those nations and peoples 
which disobeyed the laws ot Justice 
and brotherhood. 


The "Day of the Lord" is associated 
with "wars and rumors of wars" in 
the 
teachings, 
of 
these 
ancient 
prophets, and out of it all there is 
finally to come the millenium of peace. 


But don't let's make tho mistake of 
supposing 
these 
earliest 
religious 
leaders were pacifists in the narrow 
sense. 
They were vigirous opponents 
of injustice ot every kind, and they 
encouraged the people 
to 
fight 
for 
right and home and religious democ- 
racy. 


W e need today in the church min- 
isters of the type of the prophets-

SOME IMPORTANT PROBLBiSIN GROWING CEDCKS 


Correct Methods Necessary to Avoid Loss and Insure Profit

baby chicks hatched this season.

ternity: 


Avoid Crowdiiig. 


One of the chief causes of death in 
young chicks is the result of 
over- 
crowding. 
Chickens cannot sweat aa 
they have no sweat glands in the skin, 
therefore, the imparities and moisture 
rnust be 
crowded 
out 
through 
the 
breath. 
If the chickens are 
overly 
crowded and there Is not sufflciCTit 
ventilation in their roosting quarters, 
the air becomes fflled with impnritiea 
and 
ladened 
with 
moisture, 
which 
places an unusual strain on the s y ^ 
tem of the bird in many ways, es- 
pecially upon the kidneys, which re- 
sults in a weakened system. 
If the 
chickens come from the coop in the 
morning, 
weak 
and 
tottering, 
and 
with no apx>etite, this accounts for 
much of the lack of vitality, which w e 
find in many 
flocks, 


JBopp^ Feeding: Is Best. 


The use of h o p p « s far feeding both 
grain and dry mash after the chicks 
are six weeks old is a good practice. 
By this time they are usually on tree 
range in coc^s or colony houses pro- 


sight again. 
The chicks know much 
more about their wants than does the 
average inexperienced person who at- 
tempts to raise poulti7. 
By actual 
test they do not eat any more where 
they are hopper-fed than trhers they 
are hand-fed. 


Water Is Cheap and Alnmtfittiie. 
Neglecting the drinking pan, espec- 
ially during warm weather, and al- 
lowing the chicks to go vrittumt water, 
sour milk or buttermilk dorlnir the dry 
hot deys of summer will causa srester 
injury to the young stock than the took 
of sufficient food.

stale, dirty and stagnant water win 
often lead to a eomplioatUm of (diSck

Water is very cheap in priée aad It !• 
pure neglect on the part of the poiil- 
tryman to allow bis cblckeiis to mffer 
for water. 
A man wlio twlecta to 
keep fresh water before bis obickK» 
at all times does not dsserwe to ««o- 
ceed. 
Moisture is an abeotete neces- 
sity in the life of the yoimg idkiolc for 
the following reasons:

One oi the most essential things In 
poultry keeping, Is to have a suitable 
house which win protect the fowls 
from Inclement weather and 
from 
their natural enemies. 
It is well un- 
derstood that-no two farms will pre- 
sent exactly the same conditions; for 
instance, one fanner will desire to 
keep one hundred hens wtdle another 
may want many more or less. 
Then 
acnin, some farms will present one 
kind of sou, whereas on other farms 
the character of the soil and drainage 
are entirely different. 
Some farmers 
wUl desire a bouse which presents an 
attractive 
appearance, 
whereas 
on 
other farms iipultry houses will be so 
located that they are not conspicuons, 
and hecee the matter of appearance is 
of little concern. 


It must be remembered that from 
the standpoint of the hen, appearance 
makes very little dlffsrence, but the 
house must be so built and so ar- 
ranged that it win be a comfortable 
place for the bens to live; otherwise 
they will not thirlvö and production 
will not be satisfactory.

naturer roproductkm

seeds is more common, althoi^h re- 
production by buds is quite as regular 
as by seeds in some species. 
The ten- 
dency of the locust to spront from the 
roots and of oaks to renew growth 
from the stump are examples of bud 
reproduction. 
The forester in hand- 
ling woodlands depends upon 
both 
methods. 
Such treies as 
reproduce 
only by seeds he keeps by leaving seed 
trees distributed over the land when 
the crop of timber is cut. 
l^ose that 
reproduce 
from 
buds 
renew 
their 
gro'i^h from the stumps of the cat 
trees. Not only does bud reproduction 
take place when the buds are attached 
to the parent tree, but also when they 
are separated from i t 
A tree may be 
divided into many parts, each part be- 
coming a new~ Individual. 
This gives 
rise to propagation by cuttings, grafts, 
and buds. 
Many forest trees can be 
propagated by cnttlngs, and nearly all 
can be grafted and budded. 


In harmony with all other living 
things, trees require food. Their food 
is composed of the carbon obtained 
from the air and the water and min- 
eral compounds obtained from 
the 
soli. Carbon, oxygen, hydrogen, nitro- 
gen, magnesium, calcium, iron, sul- 
phur, 
phosphorus, 
potassiuzxi, 
and 
chlorine are called essential elements 
because, with trees aa with all other 
plants, their presence is necessary to 
thrift. 
Other elements are absorbed 
when present in the soil in soluble 
form, but their absence causes the tree 
no loss In vigor. 
The elements are not 
absorbed separately and alone, 
for 
they rarely exist in that condition, but 
are blended together with one another 
Into compounds. 
Thus, in water the 
plant obtains both hydrogen and oxy- 
gen. 
Potassium, nitrogen, and oxygen 
are often united in the form of potas- 
sium nitrate, a valuable plant food. 


Trees are able to absorb the mineral \ 
compounds only as they are tn solu-1 
tion in the water taken up by the [ 
roots. 
Many compounds of the soil. 
which contain valuable food elemoits 
are insoluble In soil water, and there- { 
fore unavailable. 
Thus, while potas-' 
slum is an essential element, it may be | 
in such combinations with alumlnmn, j 
silicon, and other elements as to be In- 
soluble and useless. 
Chemical changes 
are slowly going on In the soil byj 
which Insoluble co,mponnds are con- i 
verted into soluble compounds. 
Culti- ' 
vation and fertilization hasten such 
changes, and to do this Is one of their 
chief purposes. 


When the food of a tree is in avail- 
able form, the greater the supply the 
more rapid its growth. 
Fertile soil 
has an abundance of food materials, 
with the result that a tree situated 
upon It grows rapidly. 
Sterile soil Is 
deficient In food 
materials, 
conse- { 
quently a tree situated upon It grows 
slowly. 
The same 
cause, 
together 
with the conservation of moisture, ex- 
plains the difference in growth be- 
tween 
cultivated 
and 
uncultivated 
trees upon the same kind of soil. 
The 
cultivated tree, with its larger store 
of food and moisture and its protec- 
tion from the comiretltion of weeds 


and grass, raptdly outstrips its leas 
fortunate neighbor. 


Light Is essential that a tree may 
cany on its processes of digestion. So 
sensitive Is a tree to light that It wni 
change its form and habit of growth 
to obtain the quantity It needs. 
In a 
thickly planted group tbe trees on the 
edge vrill bend ontsrard, whUe thooe 
In the interior wfH grow tan and slen- 
der, the growth of each hastening in 
the direction of greatest light. In the 
absence of light a tree ceases tlte prae> 
esses of digestion by whidi Its food is 
prepared for use, and In a short time 
even loses the organs concerned In its 
preparation; that Is. the cblorophyl 
bodies, which give the green color to 
the leaves. 


The necessity of moisture is a mat- 
ter of common observation. 
Water is 
one of the chief agents in the nutrition 
of a tree, as already mentioned, enter- 
ing into its food in large quantities and 
serving as a carrier of food mateiiahi 
from the roots to the leaves. 
With 
the diminution of Its water supply a 
tree lessens Its'growth and tfheds part 
or all of its leaves in its endeavor to 
survive. 
If the supply eontlnnes to 
decrease it finally withers and diea. 
Yet In their demands for water trees 
differ vastly. 
Some can thrive only 
with their roots in constantly saturated 
soil—as. for example, the tamarack of 
the Northern and the bald cgrpreas of

l>very tree Is adapted to a certain 
range of temperature, depending upon 
its power to endure heat and coM. 
Some, like the palms, can thrive only 
with a constantly high temperature; 
others, like most of the oaks, are 
adapted to alternating seasons of heat 
and cold; still others, as some of the 
birches and poplars, can endure ex- 
treme and continued coid, with only a 
short period each year wara enough 
for growth. 
Such adaptations 
ac- 
count for the distribution of forests 
over nearly the whole of the earth's 
surface not constantly covered by ice. 
and also largely for the character of 
the forest tn different r ^ o n s . 
Tem- 
peratsro and moisture principally de- 
termine forest distribution and growth. 


Liocal variations in heat, light, and 
moisture greatly affect tree growth. 
It is not unconunon to find -very differ- 
ent growth on the north side of a 


mountain from that on the sovfh s&l«^ 
because the 
north 
side 
is 
cooler; 
moister, and not so light as the south 
side. 
Consequently trees wdl adapted 
to the conditions on the north side wIU 
^ flourish there, while on the sooCh side 
; they win make inferior growth or not 
j appear at all. 
West of the Missivlppi 
River the forest clings to the margins 
of streams far beyond the point where 
it fails on the upland, principally be- 
cause the moisture and atmospherio 
conditions along the «treams are mora 
favorable to growth. 


In almost every region certain kinds 
of trees are found together. 
This Is 
due to a similarity of preferences In 
regard to »oil, heat, moisture, and 
light. 
Two trees adapted to the same 
conditions will thrive best In the same 
situation. 
The white ash and black 
walnut are good examples. 
Having 
similar preferences, they have abnost 
Identical ranges and are very generally 
associated. 
There is also another; rea»^ - 
son why trees accompany one another.-: ' 
A tree may so influence lts.«iBToiindf>:: 
Ings as \ o make them favorable to anr. . 
other 
tree, 
where 
otherwise 
they' 
would be unfavorable. 
As an ex* 
ample of such Influence, the chestnut 
on sterile, sandy plains in portions of- 
New Ehigiand forms a much-branched 
tree, which shades the ground and 
keeps it motet and cool. 
Such condi« 
tions are favorable to the germinatioa 
of the white pine in that region; con- 
sequently it is found coming up abun- 
dantly beneath the chestnut, but not 
so abttndantly on tbe open, unpro> 
teeted ground.

FEEDING STANDARDS FQK THE COW 


A maintenance 
ration 
for a 
dry 
dairy cow is the definite amount of 
food necessary daily to keep her alive, 
without giving any milk, gaining or 
losing in flesh or fat, growing a foetus, 
or doing work of any kind. 
A knowl- 
edge of the maintenance requirement 
for dairy cows is important, then, be- 
cause it represents a fixed 
feeding 
chiirge for any specified animal. 


If a milking dairy cow is to keep up 
her flow of milk for some time she 
must be fed in addition to her main- 
tenance 
requirement. 
In a 
general 
way, and within certain limits, 
her 
I)roduction will be in proportion 
to 
the amount that she eats over and 
above the maintenance ratiop. 
Each 
cow has inherited a limit "to her milk- 
ing ability. When this limit is reached 
additional food wall not be liSed to 
make mflk, but will go to increase 
her live weight. 
The food cost of the 
last few pounds of milk which a cow 
can be made to give is also expensive, 
because the amount of food required 
to produce one pound of milk increases 
rapidly as the limit of the milk-making 
ability is approached. 


All feeds given to dairy cows can 
be divided into two great classes: 
1. 
Roughages (including roots); 2. 
Con- 
centrates. 


The roughage consists of the hay, 
c o m stover, straw and silage; in fact, 
all the coarse portions of the ration. 


The concentrates have reference to 
the corn meal, oats, etc.; in fact, all 
the grrain and miU products. 


The art of feeding can be 
sum- 
marized in three general rules as fol- 
lows: 


1. Feed the grain mixture In pro- 
portion to the milk yield. 
The most 
*—-ral rule is to fwid one pound of 
the grain per day for each three to 
four pounds of milk produced per day, 
according to the quality of the milk. 


2. Feed all the roughage that the 


cow will eat up clean. 
Some of tbe 


roughage should be sucetdeat in -char- 
acter. 


3! Whenever the cow Shovns siens 
of becoming fat, 
reduce efther the 
amount of roughage or grain, or even 
some of both, the one to be rednoed 
to be determined by the cost.

Sheep Are 


Often Negfected 
at Local Furs 


Sheep are-nstiaUy neglected at-most 
local f&trs. They make one of the most 
attract^e featsres of live stock ex- 
hibits where exhibitors and fair' man- 
agers co-operate. 
Following are a 
few points which will help make a 
good exhibit: 


1, Keep fleeces-aa^clean as possible. 
All dimg tags should be washed out 
or trimmed ofL 


2. An 
foreign 
material, 
such 
as 
straw and bnrs, should be pitted out 
of the fleece. 


8. The fleeces of the medium wool 
breeds 
sbeep should be thoroughly 
carded out and the stringy ends of 
wool trimmed so as to present 
a 
smooth and attractive fleece. 


4. The feet should be kept trinuned 
BO the animal can stand naturally. 
Long "Sled runner" t o ^ are unnatural 
and frequently develop foot trouble. 


5. S h e ^ that are to be exhibited 
should be taught to stand by frequent 
and patient handling at home for a 
few weeks «0 that when the judge un- 
dertakes to examine them they wHl 
not be continually twisting and polling 
amsy. 


S. Sheep idKHild be kept as fat a« is 
practieal. 
Sheep wlh not fatten much 
dnrlng the hot sommer months, hence 
tiiose that are to be exhibited should 
not be allowed' to get too thin in 
flesh during the winter and spring. 
Tbe lambs should be liberally fed. 
Oats, bran, oil cake^ good grass and 
hay and not too much com will be 
foand satisfactory. 


In addition to feed the sbeep and 
particularly the lambs should be pro- 
vided with cool, clean and comfortable 
quarters during the heat of the day. 
Flies ate Isaa troublesome in darkened 
quarters. 


7.'When showing sheep do not be 
satisfied with merely contending for 
the premium. 
Insist on bringing the 
sheep out of the pens for the inspec- 
tion of the judge, and further request 
the fair miutagement to have a defin- 
ite time for sheep Judging so that 
people interested will have an oppor- i 
tunity to see the animals outside the | 
pen where they can make a. more ac-' 
curate comparison of Individuals.

OBTAINING ARTESIAN WELL WATER 


An artesian well Is a deep drillBd 
well, from the opening of which the 
water flows without pumping or lift- 
ing, atten In large quantities and with 
considerable force. 
The word is de- 
rived from "Artois," a province in 
France, where water was first obtained 
by this method. 
In some countrtea, 
such as the Seine valley near Paria, 
or the suburbs of Vienna In Austria, 


m the range of states from New 
York to Arkansas over six thousand 
artesian wells from one thousand to 
two thousand feet in depth have been 
sank. 
Some of these furnish large 
quantities of wiUer. There is a well in 
St. Ixmis S843 feet deep and one in 
"Wheeling, W. Va., 4500 feet deep. 
In 
Koschen. Prussia, an artesian 
well 
reaches the enormous depth of 5740

As regards the flow of water 
from some of these wells, the quantity 
dlfters very much. 
A well at Passy, 
near Paris, furnishes 4,400,000 gal- 
lons per day, while other wells produce 
only a tew quarts. 


There Is a great deal of dlacnsslon 
at present in the state of Kansas con- 
cerning the possibility of obtaining 
water from such wells for house and 
stable use, and perhaps for irrigation. 


In several counties located in the mid- 
dle and southwest of the state success- 
[ ful borings have been made during the: 
j past dozen years, and the artesan di»- 
i trict is constantly enlarging. - 
j • The artesian well is possible, only. 
• when there is a water-bearing gravel 
i stratum 
that is overlaid by a stratum 
j of impervious rock or clay, and where 
j this gravel stratum reaches a stream, 
lake or some other source of water at 
a greater altitude than the one where 
the well is being drilled. 
The surface 
of the eastern part of Kansas is lower- 
than that of the middle and western 
parts, but this is due to the fact that 
the soil .and rock have been gradually 
worn 
away 
by 
the 
action 
of 
the 
weather, ice. and wind during the long 
geological 
epochs that have 
passed.: 
It is for these reasons that in the ¿ast-. 
ern part of Ivansas the sprinls; iu"^':

' Whether or not a certain facm< or i 
town will be able to obtain a snp^lyj; 
of artesian water can not be accu-: 
rately predicted, but the general straitl- 
iication of all parts of the State of 
Kansas is highly favorable. 
It should 
not be necessary to add thAt scienti- 
fically 
trained men do not believe in 
"water witches and hasel rods." 
The 
water-witch man is either a dupe or a 
would-be grafter. 


The problem of drilling an artesian 
well is a formidable one. 
To drill a 
hole of sufficient diameter the first fifty 
feet deep may not cost over 75 cents 
to H per foot, but the next fifty feet 
will cost a considerable increase, and 
so on until the required depth Is 
reached. 
The cost depends, of course, 
to some extent, on the hardness of the 
rock strata which must be pierced and 
on the labor prices paid in the com- 
munity.

A maintenance ration for a dry 


dairy cow is tho definite amount of 
food necessary daily to keep her alive, 
without giving any milk, gaining or 
losing in flesh or fat, growing a foetus, 
or doing work of any kind. A knowl- 
edge' ot the maintenance reqtriremeut 
for dairy cows is important, then, be- 
cause it represents a fixed 'feeding 
charge for any specified animal. 


If a milking dairy cow 5s to keep up 


her flow. o£ .milk for some time she 
must be fed in addition to her main- 
tenance requirement. 
In a general 


•way, and within certain limits, her 
production will be in proportion to 
the amount - that she eats over and 
above the maintenance ration. 
Bach 


cow has inherited a limit to her milk- 
ing ability. When this limit is reached 
additional food will not be used to 
make milk,- but will 50 to increase 
her live weight. The food cost of the 
last few pounds of milk which a cow 
can be made to give is also expensive, 
because the amount of food required 
to produce one pound of milk increases 
rapidly as the limit of the milk-making 
ability is approached. 


All feeds given to dairy cows can 


be divided into two great classes: 1 
Koushages (including roots); 2. Con- 
centrates.
